Cleapntra's Needle.

The trouble connected with the removal
of Thothwmes ITL's famous obelisk to the
United States, originated, according to our
speeial despateh from Cairo, not with the

Khedival, but with the representative
of the TItalian, government. There
are, it appears, however, a fow dis-

contented and wicked holders of Egyp-
tian bonds who have a desire tosecure a
few shekels out of onr esteemed contempo-
rary's endeavor to “‘decorate our metropo-
lis” and *‘instruct our people” in ancient
Egypt's history ; but their threais of se-
questration may be considered as being
perfectly harmless. Had we nob received
this speeinl despateh, the very interest-
ing letter of oner Cairo correspondent
which we publish this morning would
have removed all fears about the end of
the diffienlty. Our correspondent, after
telling the story of the opposition to the
removal of the famons historieal monn-
ment, gives us the result of a most cor-
dial and frank interview with Prince
Tewfik, the present Khedive, whose words
are deserving of most cordial appreciation,
The Khedive tells us that there can be no
doubt about the destination of the obelisk.
It was a gift of his father's to the United
States, be snys, and that gilt the Pringe
holds sacred. “The obolisk,” he says,
“no longer belongs to the Egyptian
government, but is simply Theld at
the disposal of the TUnited States.”
This is, of course, as it shomld be,
and we ean congratulate His Highness on
the firmness he has shown in withstanding
the pressure that seems to have been
brought to bear upon him both by Egyp-
tinns, and, as Mchemet Ali Bey tells us, par-
tioularly the English, to induce him
to put hindrances in the way of
its removal, Sueh condnct on the part of
representutives of Europesn governments
is, tosay the least, a piece of impertinence
quite as uncalled for as their usual inter-
ference in Egyptian affairs. The Khedive,

though he may regret theloss of the monu-
mental treasure to Egypt, has the cordiality
to hope that the obelisk may give pleasure
to Ameriea; that it may not only ereate an
interest in Egyptian monuments there, but
at the same time be o constant reminder to
Americans that Egypt still exists, and, what
is more, is desirous of entering into closer
commercial relations with us. Wisely, too,
he remarks that the obelisk may remind us
of an important epoch in Egyptian history—
namely, that publie instruction has reached
a stage there that will **prevent the possi-
bility of the removal in the fature of Ler
prineipal monuments of antiquity.” This,
too, we are glad to hear, and Prince
Tewfik’'s remarks lend us to hope for a
brighter future for Egypt; for, as has been
often aund truly said, a nation cannot Le-
come great 1f it does not reverence and
study the monuments of its past,

Friendly Words for Gemneral Grant.
We take pleasure in referring our geninl
friend, the Comnercial Adverti-», to some
expressions  coneerning  General Grant
which we copy elsewhere from the Cincin-
nati Commercial. We will add that these
words of good will to the General and
patriotie regard for the country and its tra-
ditions make what in the political slang is
ealled o platiorm, and one on which the
Heratn promptly places itself. Not only
this, but we clherish the belief that our
able, enterprising and patriotic contem-
porary, the Commercial Advertiser, will be
found standing there with the Heranp be-
fore long—as soon, in fact, as its brilliant
proprietor gives np the scholarly leisure
which he so mnch enjoys, lays aside his
Froude, and returns to survey the political
field with those clear eyes which have so
seldom, in the long run, deceived him,

The Minor Candidates om the Demo=
erntic State Tieket,

Parhaps it is not unnatural that none of
the subordinate eandidatos on the demo-
cratic State ticket have taken any ae-
tive part in  the canvass, The two
gentlomen  who  staud next to Gove
ernor  Robinson on the tickel are ex-
cellent and popular spenkers, Mr. Polter
is nlways o favorite with demoecratie nudi-
ences, and Mr. Beach is an effective though
n less accomplished political orator. Both
of these gentlemen have been dumb
throughont this extranordinary canvass, As
both of the democratic factions profess
to support the whole ticket with the single
exception of Robinson the reticence of the
other eandidates is not sarprising. Had
they gone upon the stump they must
cither have given an unequivoeal sup-
port to Governor Robinson, which wonld
have nlienated the supporters of Mp,
Kelly, or else have resorted to a specios of
awkward trimming which wonld have ex-
posed them to ridieule. They doubtless
ndopted the only prudent course in evading
all invitations to nddress democratie meet-
ings. Probably this evasive course is better
for the party. It they should be clected by
the joint support of the Robiuson men und
| the Kelly men the condition of the
party will not bu quite hopeless, It
could them be elaimed that the
democerats have a real majority in the
State, and that it is only necossary for

theom to reunite next year in order to give

the electoral votes of New York to th_a
democratic candidate. In that ovent it
will bo too obvious that My, T'ilden eannot
unite the party and earry the Slate.

Semator Conkling in the State Can-
Vilas.

Mr. Conkling has borne a less con-
spicuous part in the canvass now aboub
to close than was espected of him by
friends and foes. His suceesstul effort to
put Mr. Cornell at the head of the Btate
ticket seemed to commit him to a most
energetie participation in the canvnss, He
has disappointed expectation in doing
so little for a candidate whom he
not only forced upon the party, but
is understood to have forced mpon
the strenuous body of his own. attached
supporters. FEven General Avthuvr gues-
tioned the expediency of nominating Mr
Cornell, and is understood to have cone
sented to it at last only en the coundition
that Senator Conkling would devote all his
zeal and eloguence to its support before
the people. General Arthur seemed to ap-
prehiend that the administration at
Washington and its supporters in
this State would give such a eandidate the
cold shoulder; that the election of Mr.
Cornell would be more than doubtful, and
that it would require the ntmost exertion
of Senator Conkling's talents to save him.
The result shows that Mr. Conkling is a
more astute politicinu than any of his
lieutenants., Having succeeded in nomi-
nating Mr. Cornell the canvass was found
to take careof itself.

The most surprising feature of this truly
remarkable eanvass is the strong snpport
given to Mr. Cornell by President Hayes
and the leading members of his adminis-
tration, What was less to have been ex-
pected than that Secretary, Evarts would
come to New York to spenak in be-
half of Senator Conkling’s nominee, and
that Secretary Sherman wonld advoeate
the election of a former subordicate, whom
he took such pains to get turned out of
office as a means of rectifying abuses?
There was no necessity for strennous exer-
tions on the part of Senator Conkling after
lis candidate was 8o cordially accepted by
those from whom coldness at least, if not
netive opposition, was expected. Was
Mr. Conkling shrewd enmough to fore-
seo  this result? Perhaps it re-
quired mo great amount of foresight,
He knew well enough that no republican
candidate for the Presidency could be in-
different to the suecess of the party in New
York., We have had every leading aspirant
here moking speeches for Mr. Cornell,
in spite of the awkwardness of such
n course to some of them. If New
York is lost none of them could
afford to have it said that it was lost in
consequence of their negligence or indiffer-
ence, On the other hand, if New York is
saved every aspirant to the republican nom-
ination would naturally wish to share the
credit of having contributed to the re-
sult. Accordingly Mr. Sherman has made
one of his most dexterous, Mr. Evarts
one of his most witty, Mr. Blaine one of his
most powerful and captivating speeches to
promote the election of Cornell. Instead
of trying to mortify SBenator Conkling by
defeating the eandidate whose nomination
he forced in such apparent contempt
and defiance of the administration they
have all turned in as one man to
help him. Horace Walpole once said, with
his usual felicity of phrase, “This is Pitt's
doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes.”
We may transfer the same phrase to Conk-
ling. During this singular canvass he must
have felt a grim satisfaction in secing
Evarts, Sherman and Blaine doing his work
for Lim and making any efforts of his own
needless,

Mr. Conkling is personally responsible
for no part of the ticket except Mr. Cornell,

.and Mr. Cornell is the omnly part of it

which seems reasonably certain to be
elected. Mr. Curtis, who advises the
seratching of Cornell, has unwarily sepa-
rated himself from the other supporters of
President Hayes. He stands in political
isolation, He has destroyed his chanoes
of being a delegate to the Republi-
can National Convention and has put
himself outside of politios, or at lesst out-
side of his party, for the present. Senator
Conkling will not regard his trinmph ns
any the less gratifying in seeing Mr, Curtis
thus left out in the cold. Luck seems to
favor Benator Coukling; but what wo eall
luck perhaps consists in the quick sagueity
whioh sees opportunities and the skill and
courage which seize and profit by them.

Why the Utes Hebelled.

The mutiny of th: Utes was caused, it
seems from information which we have re-
ceived, by their knowledge that Seeretary
Schurz bad determined upon making farm-
ers of them. 'Fhey wero to have been re-
moved from their reservation and placed
upon farms which were to be given to them
in severalty, and there they were to plongh
and sow and reap and hoe like other farm-
ers, 'They resented what they ochoso to
consider an interference with their liberly;
they were warriors and hunters and de-
spised the plough,

Well, the Seeretary was right, and his
polioy of locating the Indians on farms of
their own has snceeeded very well in some
other cases. The Sioux and the Chip-
pewns are pettled as farimers, nnd the first
named are so well pleassd with the ehange
that they have just sent eighty of their ehil-
dren, boys and girls, to Carlisle, in Penn-
uylvania, to bo educatod. 'The White River
Utes, however, do not want to work., They
prefer to fight. Wo advise the Seerctary
agnin to brenk up their tribe utterly.
He ought to place the lamilios in dis-
tant parts of the country, away from
contact with other Indians, and out of
reach particularly of members of their own
tribe, There is no sense in herding the
Indians together as though they were n
peculinr people; und when, as in the case
of these Ules, n tribe resists the govern-
mont, it ought to be extinguished as n
tribe; its members should be placed where
they will feel resistance vain, and where
they must labor if they want to live, One
example of this kind will have a wholesome
influence over all the nomadio tribes; it
will show them the power of the govern

ment as no amount of alternate fighting
and coddling ean do.

It looks alittle now as thonugh we should
have a general Indian war, which will be
owing to the fuet that the Interior Depuri-
ment has tried to earry out a perfectly
sound poliey without proper precauntions.
It may be a good thing to pull out the tecth
of a suvage dog, but the man who attempts
it should talke care that the dog does not
turn on him and bite him, The Indians
will make good and useful laborers if they
are placed whera they bave to work and
where they cannot combine, Bul so long
as a savoge tribe is kept together and
treated as a ‘*nation’ so long we shall have
a repetition of snch experiences as this of
the Ute mutiny, The reservation system
has bhad its day, It was never a good
system ; but it is now thoronghly bad and
dangerous, and there is no excuse for con-
tinuing it, .

My, ¥Kelly nnd His Critles.

One thing should be said about Mr. Kelly
belore his canvass ends, He has com-
pleined of his treatment by the press of
New York. He tells his hearers that he
has been craelly used, misrepresented, be-
lied by a corrupt and envioms press. Mr.
Kelly has been treated with nnusual indul-

gence. We look in vain for those fierce
dintribes which we are accustomed
to see in overy campaign. The press

hins never ceased to recognize his merits. It
has shown a disposition to support him on
many ocensions, and has only been driven
from that support because Mr. Kelly would
have no friendship except that fulsome
adulation or flattery which forfeits the self-
respect of those who bestow it and discred-
its those upon whom it is thrown,

Mr. Kelly, on the other hand, has treated
the press with an acerbity and malignity
which we have rarely seen. His speeches
teem with inveetives, denunciations, as-
persions, attributing base motives. Kear-
ney on the sand lofs of California conld not
be more venomous. The result is that in
a city famed for the independence of its
press, and where the leader of as powerrul
a body as Tammany Hall wonld naturally
expect to have the sympathy of some of
the independent journals he has alienated
them all, and has no support but what
comes from the two journals which live
upon his bounty.

Who Will Got

We have looked in vain through the re-
publican organs for the announcement that
distingnished Northern republicans are
going to Louisiana to help carry that State
for their party. Senator Kellogg, ex-Mare
shal Pitkin and others urge that Louisiana
con easily be earried with a little Northern
help. They want Mr. Blaine, Mr. Conk-
ling, Mr. George I. Hour, General Garfield,
Mr, Charles Foster and others to go down
to Louisiona and help the struggiing re-
publicans there by their presence and their
speeches. Mr. Pitkin telegraphs :—*We
want their presence as well as their,
apeeches. The demceracy here is afraid of
formidable Northern witnesses, and will be
on its good behavior, Beattie will capture
many ex-Confederates who are democrats.”
Our own information is that if half a dozen
well known Northern republican statesmen
will go down tv Louisiana and make two or
three speeches each between now and the
2d of December that State will be earried
by the republicans, and with the help of a
large mass of white voters who have hith-
erto supported the democratic party.

Now, then, gentlemen, here is your op-
portunity. Yon complain of the *‘golid
South;" in Louisiana you ecan with little
trouble make a breach in that demoeratic
line ; and you are bound to do so, not only
for the country’s sake, but for your own. If
you refuse to use this opportunity you will
go far to eonvince the publio that you are
nursing the solid South, and that it is in
fact too valuable, as your stock in trade, to
allow you to interfere with it. We should
like to hear what Messrs. Conkling, Blaine,
Garfield, Foster, and others have to say
about this. Which of you will go to Louis-
iana, gentlemen ?
